Claims 1-6, 12-21, 27-36, and 42-45 have been canceled. 

I. Specification Objection

objection to the specification be withdrawn. 

II. Drawing Objection 

The Examiner has objected to the Fig. 1 because of an informality. Fig. 1 has been 
amended as indicated above.

III. Claim Objections 

The Examiner has objected to the claims for various informalities. The pending claims 
have been amended as indicated above. Consequently, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
objection to the claims be withdrawn. 
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IV. Rejection of Claims 1-6, 12-21, 27-36, and 42-45 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 1-6, 12-21, 27-36, and 42-45 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0120896 Al to Wang et al. However, as indicated 
above, claims 1-6, 12-21, 27-36, and 42-45 have been canceled from the application. 
Consequently, the rejection of claims 1-6, 12-21, 27-36, and 42-45 is now moot. 

V. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-11, 22-26 and 37-41 have been rewritten in independent form to include the 
subject matter which the Examiner has indicated allowable. See Office Action at page 7. 
Consequently, Applicant submits that claims 7-11, 22-26 and 37-41 should be allowed and that 
the application is now in a condition for allowance.
